RAIN MAKING 


Every summer there passes over this district some of 
the best clouds for rain making that anyone would wish 
to see, The scientific world has come to the realization 
that rain making in the future will be very practical, 
Rain has been produced by dropping dry ice onto clouds 
and also by using silver iodine in a similar manner. The 
associate direetor of General Electric, Dr. Irving Lang- 
muir, has stated recently that water dopped into a cloud 
will give the same rain precipitation. ; 


| This is something which the farmers in the district 
might well look into, Every summer there usually oe- 
curs a dry spell in which much needed rain could be 
brought about in this manner. Whether the cost of such 
rain making is prohibitive we are not aware. We are 
aware though of the cost that lack of rain brings, and 
surely making rain can not be more expensive than the 
lack of it. ee 


Airplanes today are a very common place thing and 


little difficulty would be experienced in hiring one from. 


either Edmonton or Vermilion to do the work. Of course 
the weather has to be just right and cumulus clouds 
have to be present But it is not beyond the bounds of 
possibility that the time will come when the moisture con 
tent of these clouds will be tapped for much needed rain. 


This subject is one that might be brought up at differ- 
ent meetings of farm organizations in the district. At 
present the idea is in the experimental stages, but exper- 
iments have been carried out which have caused cloud- 
bursts. We have seen the times when one of these cloud- 
bursts would ‘have been welcome. Would it not be good 
business then to investigate the possibility of bringing 
this rain to the district when it. was needed. Something 
along this line would sure be welcome about the third 
week of July 1948. Who knows, we might have it.

absorb a much larger part of our ag- 
rioultural production, 

The problem is that 30% of the 
capital expenditure must be on im- 
ports from the United States and we 
aré already having difficulty getting 
enough U.S. dollars. To change our 
present exports from Europe to U.S. 
to get these dollars might mean dis- 
aster for some section of our economy 


_ when conditions become more normal. 


The only remedy appears to be to in- 
crease our production of goods which 
we normally export to our southern 
neighbour.

tional politics”, Present uncertainty 
in world affairs and relationsinips he 
emphasized “made it difficult for 
anyone lo predict how long favorable 
conditions would continue”. 


Comparing present farm income 
with the years prior io the war, Mr. 
Brownlee stated “the farmer today is 
in a vastiy different position. Farm 
indebtedness is at an all time low and 
the replacement of old equipment 
and old machinery while not yet 
overtaken is well on its way.” Adding 
to the attractiveness of the general 
farm picture Mr, Brownlee referred 
to the recent Government announce- 
ment that legislation would shortly 
be introduced to ‘raise the basic price 
of wheat from $1.35 per bushel to 
$1.55 which will be the initial pay- 
ment to the farmer for the next two 
years. Further reserves, continued 
Mr, Brownlee, would be accumulating 
with the Canadian Wheat Board as a 
result of the price gat under the Bri- 
tum Wheat Agreement for the com- 
ing crop year at 52.00 per bushel. 

An amount estimated to be about 
two hundred million doilars will soon 
be distributed by the Canadian Wheat 
Board as surplus funds arising from 
the wheat crops of the past three 
years, The industry is now definitely 
and solidly established,, stated Mr. 
Brownlee, “Its balance is a 
healthy one and whatevef may be the 
impact of world events in the next 
few years, whatever reverses may 
come, the industry is well equipped 
to meet them.” In referring to the 
surplus funds now held and antici- 
pated by farmers Mr. Brownlee ex- 
pressed the bppe that substantial 
sums would go to completing the 


program of machinery and equipment 


renewal and the improvement of 
farms and ‘buildings. Above all, he 
urged, farmers should hold sufficient 
funds in reserve against the time 
when reverses in agriculture must 
develop. 


Next to the world political prob- 
lem I would put as next important 
the problem of restoring economic 
and financial conditions in the world 
that will permit world export trade 
to function normally,” said Mr. 
Brownlee, adding that “agriculture’s 
greatest need wus price stabilization, 
and methods of marketing its great- 
est concern.” Much had been accom- 
plished by the Geneva trade agree- 
ment, however a major obstacle in 
reaching accord among nations wag 
due to the different ideologies that 
now prevail in the world. He believed 
there to be little possibility of West- 
ern Europe becoming self-sufficient 
in food, 


“The future of Western Agricul- 
ture” said Mr. Brownlee “depends 
upon a well ordered world—‘free not 
only from war itself, but from the 
threat of war.” He stated however it 
was his “profound belief” that no 
nation today was ready for war, and 
while Canada's influence on interna- 
tional events was limited she could 
contribute to the prerequisite of a 
peaceful world by tolerance, goodwill 
and understanding in her relations 
with cther countries, .

Police Act To Check 
Glaring Headlights 


In a fresh effort to reduce the num- 
ber of highway accidents, the RCMP 
has initiated a close check on glaring 
headlights, according to. information 
received by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Asgociation. 

The police have completed a survey 


of the causes of accidents on the high 


ways. This reveals that the majority 
have been caused by glaring lights, 
or at least they have heen the contri- 
buting factor in a great percentage 
of cases involving loss of life or phy- 
sical injury and property damage. 

Thus police have decided to enforce 
regulations dealing with glaring 
headlights, 

The Vehicle and Highways Traffic 
Act provides that “On approaching 
or being approached by another ve- 
hicle proceeding In the opposite dir- 
ection, and when within not less than 
200 yards of it, any person in charge 
6f a motor vehicle whether in motion 
or stationary which is equipped with 
electric headlamps shall dim or drop 
such headlamps.”
